LOSS OF HEARING ANO STAMMERING

There’s nothing; like listening to the talk | 
of experts to learn what simple creatures < 
consumers are. Do they go to a hardware 
store and buy an axe !>eeause they need one? 
Can they go to a hardware store and not buy 
an axe when they don’t need one? 
Well, maybe an authority who addressed 
the tenth annual Packaging Ex [nation in 
New York City I lad tile answers. “We made 
an appreciable advance in hardware packag­ 
ing,” he told his attentive audience, “when 
we decided to paint axe handles red. It made 
for s|K>ntaneous buying.” 
So, t(X), with another product. Some one 
designed a nice m l box to hold tho kind of 
ta}»e wound on wires and baseball hats. Im­ 
mediately the stuff Invarne a best-seller. 
“Sales managers kept calling up. They said 
it’s selling like wild tire in New' England.

That package went through the 
hardware field like lightning.” 
Grocers have found that coffee sales could 
lie trebled by letting the aroma from the 
roasters linger in the store instead of blowing 
it up the chimney. 
“Packaging”, it may 
I k * seen, covers a 
variety of sales devices. While sometimes it 
seems to de|>end on amiable manipulation of 
human weaknesses, on the whole it has led 
lo cleaner food in stoics and brighter, pleas­ 
anter sales racks and counters. And there 
must Im' a whole new industry in the prepa­ 
ration of packaging materials and containers.

Ju*t when it was thought that all was now 
known about the cause of stammering, another new 
Anding appears that should be of great help to pa­ 
rents, teachers and to the stammerer hi ms CIL It is 
known that there is nothing wrong with the tongue, 
vocal cords, sounding I xix (sinuses), in the great 
majority of chscs. Stammering is really due to ner­ 
vousness or self-consciousness, I localise when stam ­ 
merers are at home or with friends, and are not 
nervous or self-conscious, they can talk freely with 
no hesitancy whatever. 
The now finding in regard to stammerers is that , 
stammering or speech defects may lie due to de- ; 
feet ive hearing especially if this defective hearing 
occurs during the age when speech habits are being 
formed. 
The greatest amount of loss of hearing is due lo 
diseases of childhood which occur during tho first 
seven or eight years of life. Drs. M. Arimo Harms 
and J. Y. Malone, Milwaukee, in Annals of Otology, 
Rhineologyjand laryngology (ear, nose and throat* 
state that it is at this tune that the greatest good 
can lie accomplished iii improving the hearing and 
correcting the stammering. They believe (hat the 
hearing ability of all school children should lie test­ 
ed at the end of their first year at school and that 
hearing tests are as inqiortant as testing the eye­ 
sight. The hearing test should be clone by the use of 
the audiometer, not by |>arents and teachers using 
the voice or tuning fork. 
Drs. Harms and Malone found that stammering 
was rare in the deaf, that is in those who had com­ 
pletely lost their hearing, hut stammering becomes 
frequent in those "w ho had lost but half their hear­ 
ing. In sixty-two consecutive cases of stammerers 
who did not know they had any loss of hearing, the 
loss of hearing was from IO to 22 per cent. 
This strongly suggests that in many cases there 
is a relation between hearing loss and tho develop­ 
ment of stammering. Cases were discovered where 
there was no stammering until tho individual had 
lost some of his hearing ability 
This information 
that loss of hearing may 
cau se stammering 
should, as mentioned above, br 
worth much to parents and teachers in their ef­ 
forts to correct stammering.
